Vet  It  was  a  case  o(  *  Conticncrc  omms, 
intentique  ord  tenebant,' ivom  first  to 
last.  There  was  not  only  attention, 
but  an  excited,  glowing  attention. 
Tlis  subject  was  ^The  Delayed  Justice 
of  G  'd,'  he  text  being,  *  Because  sen¬ 
tence  against  an  evil  work  is  not  ox- 
c:utcd  speedily,  therefore,’  tS:c.  For 
his  space  of  time,  and  liis  purpose,  he 
was  the  master  of  every  one  in  the 
house,  and  T)r.  Winslow,  in  his  con¬ 
cluding  prayer,  was  so  cairicd  away 
that  he  entered  unconsciously  upon 
an  eulogy  on  the  preacher,  in  thanking 
the  Almighty  for  tho  great  privilege 
we  had  enjoyed  that  day.  At  this 
time,  it  was  rarely  if  ever  that  a  preach¬ 
er  of  the  orthodox  sects  took  examples 
or  illustrations  from  elsewhere  than 
the  scniRurcs  ;  but  in  this  discourse,  it 
seemed  that,  as  was  said  ol  Burke, 
there  had  gor:c  out  a  decree  that  all 
the  woild  shoiifiJ  b.*  taxed.

After  some  years,  happening 
10  speak  with  a  scholarly  and  thought¬ 
ful  maa  on  the  subject  of  sermons,  he 
said  that  the  best  he  bad  ever  heard 
was  one  by  President  Woods,  in  the 
old  meeting-house  in  Bawdoin  stree., 
on  thd  delayed  justice  of  God,  r  id  he 
proceedc  l  to  deserfbe  it.  Again,  at 
New  York,  at  a  gathering  of  men  of 
letters,  the  subj.  ct  of  the  best  sermons 
was  start'v  J,  and  one  of  the  nnmber, 
a  man  of  high  repute  as  a  wnier,  said 
that,  chancing  to  be  in  Bosion  of  a 
Sunday,  some  years  before,  he  went 
to  hear  President  Woods,  at  Bowdoin 
street,  and  there  he  ird  a  discourse,  on 
the  dalayed  justice  of  God,  which  had 
ever  remained  in  his  mind  the  ideal 
sermon.  Thus,  the  oitly  three  persons 
I  know  to  have  heard  it,  give  it  th^
